5. Upon information and belief, at all times herein mentioned, Defendant, SS 
COLUMBA-BRIGID, f/k/a ST. ANN'S, is located at 476 Emslie Street, Buffalo, New York 
14204, was and still is a not-for-profit religious organization duly organized and existing 
under and by virtue of the laws of the State of New York, operating by and through 
Defendant, THE DIOCESE OF BUFFALO, N.Y., and maintains an office for the 
transaction of business located within the County of Erie and State of New York. 

6. Defendants, THE DIOCESE OF BUFFALO, N.Y., and SS COLUMBA- 
BRIGID, f/k/a ST. ANN’S are hereinafter referred to as “THE ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHURCH."

9. Upon information and belief, at all times herein mentioned, THE 
CHILD MOLESTER, was acting as an agent, employee or representative of 
Defendants, THE ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

10. Upon information and belief, at all times herein mentioned, THE 
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CHILD MOLESTER was under the direction, supervision and control of 
Defendants, THE ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

11. Beginning in or about 1988, and continuing through 1989, THE 
CHILD MOLESTER sexually assaulted and committed battery upon THE 
CHILD 11 at THE ROMAN CATHOLIC SCHOOL, a property owned, 
operated, maintained and controlled by the defendant, THE ROMAN 
CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

12. The sexual crimes by THE CHILD MOLESTER herein were 
willful, malicious and intentional and resulted in injury to THE CHILD 11. 

13. As a direct result of conduct by THE CHILD MOLESTER as 
described herein, THE CHILD 11, has suffered, and continues to suffer great 
physical and emotional pain of mind and body, shock, emotional distress, 
physical manifestations of emotional distress, flashbacks, embarrassment, loss 
of self-esteem, disgrace, humiliation, and loss of enjoyment of life, was 
prevented and will continue to be prevented from performing daily activities and 
obtaining full enjoyment of life, and has incurred and will continue to incur 
expenses for medical psychological treatment, therapy and counseling.

78. The acts and/or omissions of Defendant, THE ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHURCH, constitute reckless disregard for the safety of THE CHILD 11, THE 
CHILD 12, THE CHILD 13, THE CHILD 14, THE CHILD 15, THE CHILD 16 and 
THE CHILD 17 and other children. 

79. As a result of the foregoing, THE CHILD 11, THE CHILD 12, THE 

CHILD 13, THE CHILD 14, THE CHILD 15, THE CHILD 16 and THE CHILD 17 

have sustained general and special damages in an amount which exceeds the 

jurisdictional limits of all lower courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction.

CHURCH, constitute reckless disregard for the safety of THE CHILD 11, THE 
CHILD 12, THE CHILD 13, THE CHILD 14, THE CHILD 15, THE CHILD 16 and 
THE CHILD 17 and other children. 

83. As a result of the foregoing, THE CHILD 11, THE CHILD 12, THE 
CHILD 13, THE CHILD 14, THE CHILD 15, THE CHILD 16 and THE CHILD 17 
have sustained general and special damages in an amount which exceeds the 
jurisdictional limits of all lower courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction.

86. The acts and/or omissions of Defendant, THE ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHURCH constitute reckless disregard for the safety of THE CHILD 11, THE 
CHILD 12, THE CHILD 13, THE CHILD 14, THE CHILD 15, THE CHILD 16 and 
THE CHILD 17, and other children. 
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87. As a result of the foregoing, THE CHILD 11, THE CHILD 12, THE 
CHILD 13, THE CHILD 14, THE CHILD 15, THE CHILD 16 and THE CHILD 17 
have sustained general and special damages in an amount which exceeds the 
jurisdictional limits of all lower courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction.
